atorial cistricts, and one hundred 
representative districts, led, 
in doing so. the principle requiring 
every district to be as nearlv equal 
in population as may be, shall not 
be violated.

The Court expressed it.-, faith 
that the members of the next Gen- 
eral assembly, "impelled by their 
senses of duty, tiie obligations of 
their oathl of office, together with 
that spirit of justice which is the 
heritage of the race, will redistrict 
the State as bhe Constitution re- 
quires. " 

It is clearly to be regretted by 
all that the lut Genera! Assemblj 
did not redistrict the State, ami 
another election of Senator^ and 
Representatives must be held under 

the unequal and unfair Act of ls.t:j. 
The "sense of duty," "the obliga- 
tions of the oath of office." and 
"the spirit of justice which is the 
heritage of the race'* will again 

impose upon tl s General Assem- 
bly this duty of restricting the 
State as the Constitution requires.
